RUSHES BACK INTO 
BLAZING KITCHEN 


Villagers 
Extinguish 
Fire 
But One Of Twins Is

to burn as rapidly as th e child de­ 
sired, she applied the oil from a w ell 
tilled cun. 
Tho oil exploded wi*h such force 
th at the hits of flame fl«*w to all parte 
of the house and in a few second« 
the whole interior of tho stru ctu re 
was ablaze. 
In u half hour's 
tim e the 
room« 
were a m ass of s«*orched woodwork, 
the walls were burned and sm oked 
and curtains and shades 
wore 
de- 
»troyed. 
T he girl was carried from the house 
by a young man wh«» happened to he 
visiting at the Dickon hom e but in her 
fright sin* founght her rescuer and 
returned to the kitchen, by that tim e 
an inferno of leaping flames. 
Body Horribly Burned 
The girl was horribly burned. AH
